are recognized — one. government by the 
states, and another, government by con- 
gress and the president. Each of these 
governments has. under the constitution, 
distinct powers, which do not encroach 
upon each other. 
Congress is given-cer- 


tain defined powers of legislation. The 
constitution 
prescribes the 
particular 


subjects over which this power of legis- 
lation is given to congress. It is not per- 
mitted to legislate on any other subjects 
than those named in the constitution as 
assigned to it. 
This same constitution 


also reserves to the states the power to ^ 
legislate on all other subjects not thus as- 
signed or forbidden to congress. 


This division of powers between the 


United States and the several states was 
the 
chi°f bone of contention between 


those who favored the adoption of the con- 
stitution and those who opposed it. when 
it was submitted to the original thirteen 
colonies for their ratification. 
The col- 


onists were very jealous of surrendering 
to the general government any of the pow- 
ers theretofore possessed by them. It was 
.only af:.'r they were convinced that it 
.•was the flu'/ of the supreme court, under 
'the con.-t *i;'.i >n. to allow no usurpation 
Vby conrrebs of legislative power which 
,vas reserved to the states, that the con- 
Jstitution was finally ratified, 


i 
One of the most difficult tasks which 


.'has confronted the supreme court, from 
Vlhe very beginning of this dual system of 
[•government, has been the prevention of 
{•encroachment by either congress or the 
'f-Btates upon the field of legislation as- 
signed to the other by the constitution. 
•This was the task which confronted the 
i-court when the case involving the validi- 
ty of the child labor law. enacted by con- 
fgress. ws.s brought before it for decision. 
t-There have been two such laws—both of 
[•'which the supreme court has declared 
rbeyond the power of congress to enact. 
"The court in both eases simply held that 
•..child labor is one of the subjects over 
(•which the constitution reserved to the 
states exclusive legislative power. 


There can be little, if any. doubt of 


'the soundness of these decisions. 
Most 


of the states have passed child la.bor laws 
of a very drastic character. 
"Wisconsin 


is among the states which have asserted. 
in the most effective way possible, that 
the power to pass laws affecting child la- 
bor is reserved by the constitution to the 
stales. 
How are these state laws to be 


justified, if the power of congress to pass 
such a law as the court declares invalid 
is recognized? The power is either with 
the states or with congress. It can not 
be with both. The court says it is with 
the stales, and. therefore, that the law 
passed by congress is invalid. 


This is sound sense in view of the pro- 


/risions of the constitution. 
So long as 


!the power to deal with the subject of 
rtlhild labor is not taken away but still re- 
unains, can anybody justly or reasonably 
icomp)ain that it is preserved to the 
' 
«tates? Perhaps the slates are better fit- 
ted to deal wilh thnt subject. The special 


of the people in that respect may be 
known and more appropriately.

The First Aid To 


Good Health 


No milk, no baby — no baby, no nation. These words 


are often o nthe lips of one of the best authorities on child 
welfare in this cuntry and they are spoken out of the fulness 
of knowledge acquired by years of experience with all sorts 
of babies—well babies and sick babies, fat babies and thin 
babies. 


^Because the welfare of tbe child is of snch vital mo- 


ment, the study of food is of special interest, for nothing has 
a greater bearing on the health of the child than the food 
which we give him to eat. It is true that the children of to- 
day are the grown-ups of tomorrow, and the kind of food 
they eat when they are young will very largely determine 
the kind of men and women they will become. 


Healthy children are happy children, and healthy children 


are likely to make healthy, busy adults equipped for useful 
work and good citizenship. The natural food of the child is 
milk, and for the first few months of his life, it supplies all 
the material necessary to maintain life and promote growth 
at a rapid rate.
